There  been  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  during 
the  yea  r . 

There  i s no  evidence  that  unemployment  has  had  a 
significant  influence  upon  the  health  of  either  children 
or  adults  in  the  District^ 
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Although  it  is  largely  a farming  district,  thovg  is  ,.ften 
difficulty  in  obtaining  an  adequate  supply  of  frc-.  -i  milk, 
few  farmers  being  registered  for  supplying, Others  send  all 
theirs  away  to  the  large  chocolate  firms.  I have  seen 
several  cottages  which  were  surrounded  by  cattle  in 
pastureland  whose  tenants  thought  of  fresh  milk  and  cream 
as  a luxury  for  one  day  in  the  week. 

The  incid  ence  of  infectious  diseases  is  very  low  indeed  In 
general  the  standard  of  health  is  satisfactory. 

Section  E. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

1.  The  Public  Health  work  is  carried  cut  by  the  part-time 
Sanitary  Inspectors  Mr.  J.  P.  Lingen,  whose  report  is  attached, 
and  by  myself  as  part-time  Medical  Officer. 

2.  (a)  Laboratory  facilities  remain  unchanged. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities  remain  unchanged  and  have  proved 

adequate . 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home  - facilities  remain  unchanged. 

(d)  Clinics.  An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  has  been  institut 

at  Walton  during  the  year.  This  is  held  monthly  and  has 

proved  most  successful. 

Orthopaedic  and  Ophthalmis  cases,  ante -natal  maternaty 
work  is  carried  on  as  before.  The  District  Nurse  is 
responsible  for  maternity  work,  school  inspections,  general 
nursing  and  is  under  the  Clinic  Committee 

(e)  The  District  is  served  by  Kington,  Llandrindod  Wells  and 
Hereford  Hospitals.  The  arrangements  with  the  Hay  Fever 
Hospital  has  been  renewed.

(3)  Maternity  & Child  Welfare  - vide  supra,  re  welfare 
clinic.  The  health  visiting  is  in  the  hands  of  the 

District  Nurse  Dental  and  Orthopaedic  cases  &c  are  made  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  at  the  School  Inspections. 

Section  C.  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Area 

( 1 ) Wa ter  The  water  supplies  of  ’he  District  are 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  latest  undertaking 
of  this  nature  being  that  for  Walton,  which,  after  some 
little  trouble,  is  now  giving  pure  water. 

Samples  of  water  for  analysis  are  oaken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  from  time  to  time. 

These  notes  do  not  of  course  apply  to  all  private 
supplies  of  which  there  are  many  at  outlying  farms,  small 
holdings  &c. 

( 2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  main  drainage.  As  the  distrist  is  sparsely 
populated,  the  present  conditions  are  quite  satisfactory,  if 
care  is  taken  to  rectify  any  isolated  cases  of  neglected 
privies  &c. 

Rivers  & Streams  Village  streams  arc  cleaned  out  periodical^/ 

Closet  Accommodation  Mostly  privies  and  earth  closets. 

Some  of  the  larger  houses  and  farms  have  private  cess-pits 
on  the  water  carriage  system.  New  Radnor  School  has  been 
fitted  with  water  closets. 

Public  Cleansing  Steps  are  being  taken  for  the  provision 
of  a rubbish  dump  at  Now  Radnor.

Camping  Sites  There  are  no  official  camping  sites  in  the 
Area.  The  density  of  population  and  amount  of  camping 
done  is  so  small  relatively  and  of  such  a transitory  nature-  * 
that  no  supervision  is  ordinarily  needed 

The  maximum  number  of  campers  in  the  area  in  1933 
at  any  one  time  may  be  estimated  at  about  20.

There  was  no  ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
Buberculosi s There  was  one  death  in  the  District 
in  1938  and  four  new  cases  placed  on  the  register.  One 
of  these  was , however,  a transfer  from  another  district. 

All  the  T.B. patients  in  the  district  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  who  pays 
periodical  visits,  and  also  examines  doubtful  cases  which 
I bring  to  his  notice.
